Student Panel Analyzes Comm

Is Communism dominating the 
new nations of the world 7 Five 
McGill students, representing opi- 
nions Uiat span four continents, 
gave their answers at a panel 
discussion yesterday. 

, Sponsored jointly by the Interna- 
tional Students' Association and 
the Ukrainian Club, the panel con- 
; isldered the question, "How Com- 
I munlsih Capitalizes on Nationa- 
lism". The speakers were Mr. 
Ifegwu Eke, of Nigeria ; Mr. Sant 
, 'Singh of, India ; Mr. Frank Kunz, 
' !0C Hungary ; Mr. Roman Karpish-i 
: ka,' of the Ukraine and Mr.,Ml- 
r ichel Boyer, representing' Cuba. 

* £ke, discussing the prolilem of 
I lAfrican nationalism, maintained 
' thati "There is rio' nationalist- ten- 
dency to -look to the Conununlsts 
for anything".' But he explained 
that . the. Africans are forced i to 
turn tb the Russians, bacause, 
"Either through miscalculation or 

.lack of understanding, the . Wes- 
tern democracies have heeii unable 
. l6 recognize what is implied '.by 

• African nationalism".

Singh, the second speaker, 
enumerated the various means 
used by Communists to take ad- 
vantage of nationalism. He quo- 
ted Joseph' Stalin, who said in 
a speech in 1020 that "We Com- 
munists support, nationalism 
When it tends to weaken capita- 
lism, and M'e condemn, it when 
it tends to weaken us". 

The devices used by the Com- 
munists to achieve their aims, 
claimed Singh, are tlieir own 
ideology, various' economic pres- 
sures, and the :fact that some na- 
tions are- tempted.v(o look to the 
cbmmunist' system to raise theic 
standard' of ^ living.

where the • inhabitants voted a 
communist government into po- 
wer by democratic means.

:.-:t^The/i!mogtv characteristic ' fea- 
ture 'of the 'Hungarian Revolution' 
of 1956, is that.it'was; not com- 
mKnIsm that capitalized oil na- 
tionalism, but. nationalism that 
capitalized on communism". This 
was the opinion of Kunz who 
claimed that the revolution was 
nut a class struggle, but rather 
an attempt "to get rid of the 
Soviçt ■i^Hè". ' 

Kunz deplored the lack of 
planning and leadership that 
charazterizad the' uprising, but 
he maintained thaf some , good 
was nevertheless achieved. "The 
Hungarian revolution was a sign 
to Moscow tiiat easing of tension 
was necessary,'-' ■ he said,- 'and 
pointed out that. - it|-,-:.eenerat, 
standards of < living -.h:td . risen in 
Hungary as a result of the re- 
volt, ■ ,

Bayer, representing Cul^a, was 
(he' onlyf.mèmbcr ^ of the' panel 
Who did. hpt -recognize a; commu- 
nist mehace' " in the 'country 
about \^hich he spoke. 

"People just don't know- what 
IsXéoipgjoii^iri Cuba," .he said. 
"C^jtr6''.is>notMettirig thé com- 
munists infiltrate into Çuba, be- 
cause, he is educating the people 
aiid they will, choi^se, Cuban go- 
vernment is a' goverriipsnt of tne 
peoplei"' - '': - 9^ 

Boyer declared that before the 
revolution, eight percent of the 



people owned 71% of the land., 
and that Castro is now buying 
back this land in order to dis- 
tribute it more equally. Contra- 
ry • to popular opinion, he ex- 
_plained, Castro , is indeed re- 

Îtaying the landowners for their 
OSS. 

The only rea.son we never hjar 
about it, is that Castro is paying 
them, according to their own tax 
estimates of 1058. "The landow- 
ners walked right, into' their own 
corruption," Boyer concluded. 

UKRAINE 

The final speaker was Roman 
Karpishka'; president of the Uk- 
rifinian Club. He emphasized that 
while' In theory the Ukraine or 
any other Soviet Republic is free 
to secede, in reality this is an 
illusion. . 

"The Ukraine has been a vic- 
tim .of communist imperialism," 
he declared. "Because of the pre- 
sence of Muscovite henChmen as^ 
well -as Russian armed forces 
within its boundaries'," it would 
hardi V be likely for the Ukrahie 
<to secede." - . - * 

Karplshk'a .also attacked- the 
Ukrainian represenfation .in the 
United Nations. He -called -thfr 
delegation a Russian, puppet,' and- 
jpiaintainedfthat yMoscow Is trying, 
to capitalize on nationalism by 
appeasement with a false - na- 
tionalism." .

Editor's Note: The author of this column, a week- 
' ly feature -during our golden nnnivcraury year, 

served as editor-in-chief of The Daily in J 0^7-^8. 
He now cdi7a //i« McGill News, published qitart- 
erly by the Graduates' Society. 

If you haven't yet had an opportunity to read McGill: 
The Story of a Uniticrsity we would hasten to recommend 
It to you. It is not a complete chronological history : some 
revlewens have already pointed out what they con.sidered 
to be omis.sions and (perhaps) oversights. The approach 
in this book, however, is episodic and impressionistic ra- 
ther than factual and statistical. On this account, we 
would suggest that the reader who is actively interested 
in understanding "what make.s McGill run" will find in 
its essays an implicit appreciation of the major forces 
which have shaped what editor Hugh MacLennan terms 
"an intricate university". ' 

But how could McGill be otherwisé than "intricate"? 
The term University, in our case, covers the comple.x of 
nine faculties, nine schools and nine institutes, something 
over 8,000 .students representing many nationalities, reli- 
gions and races, just under 800 members of the teaching 
staff, likewise drawn from many countries of the world. 
Place these ingredients in the container that is Montreal, 
Canada's largest city, a multilingual cosniopolis, shake 
well,' and you have a veritable toiivmrtaa; 

In this light, McGill must mean many things to its 
many people: its students, its faculty, its graduates of 
many generations and many countries, and to its public 
near and far who rub shoulders with it physically and 
spiritually. It would not do at this point — nor are we at 
all sure that it would be possible — to attempt a classi- 
fication of , the pnany stereotypes of McGill that have been 
produced 'by\éxpérience or hearsay. 

If there is one" aspect of McGill's personality that is 
more generally known than others, however, it is one 
which has little to do with the humanist, classical tradi- 
tion that lies at the core of the Western conception of the 
univer.sity. In his chapter on Sir William Dawson, Prin- 
. cipal of McGiir from 1855 to 1893, Mr. Edgar Collard 
Bay8:'"Tbe power of his influence gave McGill an inclina- 
tion toward scientific, and^iiprofessional; studies which is 
still its outstanding characteristic".' Th~êré can be rib argii- 
Tnent here: this fact simply reflects the response of the 
university to the urgent demands and preoccupations of 
a young, growing and prospering community and country. 
In the early days of 'Montreal and Canada, there was ur- 
gent need for trained people to open out and develop the 
resources.'Montreal was flourishing as a commercial and 
later, industrial, ceotre^nd it is .not difficult to trace'the 
practical and, inaterial. influence brought to.bear.upon its 
university. ' • • 

Moreover, history dies hard. Even today, public in- 
terest leans toward.the useful and practical. Thé. activities 
of°',ihé; ùriiver6ity which-' attract '. m^^ 
newspapers arid magazines are those . which allegedly have 
most bearing on the Imm.ediate 'interest and .welfare of 
the community at larfee. . • • «r 

-McGill's reputation in^the sciences and professions is 
a source of great pride'ànd .satisfactioh.. But we would 
suggest that to identify the fundamental core of McGill's 
personality, we must return to its complexity. The hu- 
manist tradition remains strongly in ' evidence on the 
formal level. The faculty of Arts and Science is the lar- 
gest single faculty in terms of enrolment. McGill, ht w- 
evér, is a micrôcôsrii: there is hardly à jingle philosophy, 
race or religion that .Is not represented in It' and arouncl 
it. Hying together, talking together, learning together and 
from each other. • : . '

Four years'^go, when first conceived, the'McGill Conference on World Affairs was'ihtended to seiS^e as a 
forum for the discussion of Canada's role in world, affairs. In this vein, the' first two. conferences discussed 
^ "Aspects of Canadian Foçeigp Policy" and "Canadian-American Relations" respectively. With .thé choice- of last 
year's topic ("The Underdeveloped Countries" I , however, the horizons of the Conference were enlarged considerably. 



A similar enlargement of ho- 
rii qns characterizes this year's 
B/forf. Transcending the usual 
preoccupation of student confe-, 
renées: with problems of world • 
if^in, the MCWA executive has 
(hosen for discùssion' a topic 
which bears dircctiy on the life 
of every citizen of Canada and 
Ihe ynited States — the pro- 
blems of democracy in North 
AnJiFfean society. - ^ 

The theme of MCWA I960: did,: 
not émerge by chance^' Rather 
Ihe choice was made delicately, 
based on firm conviction (hat a 
thorough discussion of this to- 
pic was a matter of high priori- 
ly as our society crossed the 
Ihrcshhold of a new and cballen-;
